‘The patrol combatant mis- 
sile USS Pegasus was com- 
missioned July 9 in Seattle. 

Hooper is one of 21 officers 
and enlisted men assigned to 
the Pegasus. His ship has a 
retractable hydrofoil system 
which permits her to operate 
in shallow waters at speeds up 
to 12 knots. While in open 
water, she ‘flies’ on foils at 
speeds in excess of 40 knots 
and can maintain stability 
even in heavy seas. 

She is designed to conduct 
high speed attacks against 
enemy surface ships and 


Even the smallest of sprinters get

Memories of the old Town Farm 


Want to watch a Pop 
Warner Football game, or 
take part in a Touch Football 
game? Maybe there could be 
a party for people who want to 
use a toboggan.

Those things all happen, 
down at the old Town Farm, 
in Wilmington. Today it s the 
‘Town Memorial Park, with a 
lighted softball field. That 
name was given to it by a 
town vote some 30 or 40 years 
ago, /and Mrs. Susan T. Esler 
was one of the ladies who 80- 
named it, Susan was State 
Commander of the Auxillary 
to the American Legion, and 
when she spoke in town 
meeting she was a lady who 
could be heard. 

So the old Town Farm 


ton. There were 96 acres, 
about 30 under cultivation. 
There were horses and cattle, 
and two or three inmates, and 
it was run by a superintendent 
and his wife. 

The Superintendent was a 
man named Melvin Brown. 
His wife was the Matron. He 
earned $450 a year, and board 
and room for himself and Mrs. 
Brown. People who knew the 
couple spoke kindly of them. 

What is now the football 
field was a place to grow 
vegetables. Turnips, cab- 
bages, potatoes. The inmates 
of the farm would wield the 
boe in the summer. They 
would tend the cattle, and 
milk them in the evening. 

‘There was a two and a half 
story farmhouse, and a barn, 
built about 1827. Broadly 
speaking, the inmates of the 
Town Farm were the town 
paupers. There were others 
too, for a Town Farm in the 
nineteenth century was a 
method of 


century ago there were more 
than a few, roaming the coun- 
try side. They knew that in 
any town, they could go to the 
Town Farm at sunset, chop up 
some wood and get a supper 
and a place to sleep. No 
money was involved. For the 
traditional Hobo it was a way 
of life 

Wilmington started its town 
farm in 1827, when it purchas- 
ed one hundred acres of land 
from the Widow Caleb 
Eames. That land lay off the 
Andover Road, off a street to- 
day called Eames Street. 
There was a pathway through 
the woods. There was no 
Main Street of today, and the 
Boston & Lowell Railroad was 
something in the future. 

The old farm land was on 
both side 
Middlesex 
Brewsters stands today was a 
part of the old farm, a place 
where the inmates were kept 
busy in the gardening of that 
institution. There are several 
small lots of land along Main 
Street, places of business, on 
what was that. town farm. 


Beatrice Chemicals, too, is on 
what was part of the farm. 
There used to be a big corn 
field there - five or 10 acres of 
corn every year. 

And, with those portions 1 
sold off, it is still a place 
worthy of a visit. Frank Tut- 
tle has listed the ferns to be 
found there - forty-odd 
varieties. There are ‘other 
plants too - flowers and trees. 
‘There is the old aquaduct of 
the Middlesex Canal, where it 
went over the Maple Meadow 


=. 


The Town Farm was a” 
successful business enter- 
prise. The town poor and the 
social problems were cared 
for. For that day and age it 
was a kindly institution. 

The selectmen, as 
Overseers of the Poor, were in 
charge of the Town Farm. 
‘They hired the people who ran 
it, man and wife, Superinten- 
dent and Matron. In Civil War 
days the pay was about $200 a 
year. Melvin Brown, the last 
Superintendent, in the days 
just after World War I, was 
paid $460 @ year.
